BACKGROUND 


On January 17, 2018, the Government of Maharashtra approved the 
Maharashtra State Innovative Start-up Policy 2078 with the vision of 
transforming Maharashtra by catalysing the growth of an innovation-driven 
entrepreneurial ecosystem to achieve wholesome and _ inclusive 
socioeconomic development. 

Grand Challenge is a widely accepted event to support and accelerate the 
ideas/projects that demonstrate innovative solutions to address key 
challenges faced by the state. 

The Maharashtra State Innovation Society (MSInS) proposes to conduct 


Maharashtra Grand Challenge as per the following guidelines. 


OBJECTIVES 


To promote innovative solutions to address key challenges faced by the 
state. 

To encourage and support innovators and early stage start-ups who brings 
changes in the lives of people. 

To have focused and mission mode approach to identify and remove specific 
barrier which prevent the progress of the state of Maharashtra. 

To develop, nurture and strengthen the communities of innovators/start-ups 
of the state of Maharashtra. 

To make use of the Maharashtra Grand Challenge as a platform for 
collaborating innovators, academia, investors, industry and _ state 


government.

MAHARASHTRA GRAND CHALLENGE 


Maharashtra Grand Challenge shall be hosted by Maharashtra State Innovation 
Society in collaboration with various government departments and agencies. 
Maharashtra State Innovation Society will create a platform to host Grand 
Challenges. Government departments, municipal corporations and/or 
government agencies will announce the problem statements along with the 
complete schedule for the challenge 

A maximum of up to three problem statements from each participating 
entity can be submitted for the challenge. Each problem statement should be 
well defined and should be accompanied by relevant data and resources 
Online proposal shall be invited from innovators, startups, institutions and 
organisations from across the world to participate in the Grand Challenge. 
Application shall be submitted through online portal of MSINS as per the 
application format given in Annexure I 

In Phase I, best innovative ideas, as decided by an expert committee, will be 
selected for each problem statement for funding from the Government of 
Maharashtra to develop the idea and demonstrate the prototype 

The number of ideas finalized in Phase I will be at the discretion of the expert 
committee and the concerned department. However, in Phase I, shortlisted 
applications from for-profit companies cannot exceed 40% of the total 
shortlisted applications. 

Each shortlisted idea will get an idea grant to develop the idea. A period of 
maximum 6 months from the date of shortlisting of ideas will be given to 
demonstrate the prototype 

In Phase II, the prototypes developed in Phase I will be evaluated by an expert 
committee and the best prototypes will be given a chance to pilot their 


projects.

A period of up to 12 months and a pilot grant/work order will be provided 
to shortlisted ideas. In exceptional cases, the period of implementation can be 
extended 
After completion of Phase II pilots, in Phase प्रा the government agency can 
choose to scale up the pilots by giving further grants/work orders to 
successful pilot implementations in Maharashtra 
Any of the phases can be skipped depending on the readiness of the available 
solution/s 
The Maharashtra Grand Challenge shall consist of following phases 
Phase I 
1. Declaration of Problem statement and inviting proposal 
2. Selection of proposal 


3. Funding the ideas 
Phase II 


4. Selection of prototypes 


5. Funding the pilot solutions 
Phase III (optional) 


6. Scaling of the successful pilots 


DECLARATION OF PROBLEM STATEMENT AND INVITING PROPOSAL 


The problem statements will be announced in the consultation with the 
concerned government agency. The problem statements will be descriptive 
along with the relevant data required however further clarification may be 


provided if needed 


MSINS will onboard partners to help in outreach efforts and invite proposals 


for the challenge 
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The proposal must include clear set of activities and experiments that tests 
your innovative ideas and which could provide sufficient evidence to warrant 


funding 


The proposal with vague ideas, descriptions and testing technologies will be 


rejected. 


Applicant must submit only one proposal for one problem statement. 


Applicant in collaboration with institutions can submit multiple applications. 


SELECTION OF PROPOSAL 


Applications are open to both domestic and foreign individuals, teams, 
organizations, for-profit companies, non-profit organisations, academic 
institutions and government agencies. 

Foreign national, team, institution, companies and organisation shall abide by 
the rules and regulations of Government of India and Government of 
Maharashtra. They also must fulfil all the tax norms prescribed by Government 
of India and Government of Maharashtra. Whenever any details are asked by 
MSInS they should be able to furnish it. 

Applicants should consult their own advisors to determine which 
state/national/international rules applies to your organisation/individual/team. 
Failure to comply may subject your organisation to financial and/or criminal 
penalties. 


Screening and Review of application 
Screening and review will be done at three stages: 


1. In stage one the preliminary screening will be done by MSInS to eliminate 
proposals which are not addressing the key challenges described in the 


problem statement. 
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2. In stage two responsive proposals are reviewed by panel of experts 
3. In stage three the selection committee will validate and select final 
proposals from among the proposal selected by reviewers. 


Selection criteria 


5.5.1. Responsiveness to problem statement whether the proposal address 
the key challenge described in the problem statement. 

5.5.2. Innovative approach Whether idea proposed is creative, innovative 
and unconventional approach to problem outlined. 

5.5.3. Execution plan Whether plan proposed for executions is feasible within 
the budget and time allotted. Whether proposed plan can be integrated 
with the existing systems 

5.5.4. Compliance Whether proposed plan complies with the specified 


boundary conditions, technical requirements, regulatory compliance, etc. 


FUNDING THE PROJECT 


Funding for each problem statement shall be worked out mutually between 
MSInS and the respective government agency on the basis of the magnitude 
of the challenge and other relevant criteria. 

The grant/work order/support will be disbursed as per the execution plan 
approved by the committee/MSINS. 

The awardee shall maintain separate account and adequate records of all 
transactions. 

The awardee shall not use this grant fund to any other purpose other than 
items mentioned in execution plan approved. 

The awardee shall return the unspent grant and income/interest earned out of 


it. 
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The committee may modify, suspend or discontinue the grant fund for 
nonprogress of the project or any involvement in anti -corruption, terrorism 
and involvement in any activities prohibited by state, national or international 
law. 

The awardee shall submit the monthly report on both physical and financial 


progress of the project. 


TERMS AND CONDITIONS FOR AGREEMENT 


Grant shall not be used for the expenses incurred before start of the project. 
No awardee is allowed to make any sub grant however he can contract for 
goods and services as per the execution plan. 

No awardee is allowed to make expenses on capital assets other than items 
mentioned in execution plan. Applicants shall not include the following 


elements towards the project cost: 
7.3.1. Cost of purchasing land, building and purchase of vehicles. 


7.3.2. Cost of fees paid to any external agency and/or consultancy for the 


preparation of the application. 


7.3.3. Expenses such as company/organisation registration charges, seed 
money for bank accounts and other such similar expenses for the 


incorporation of the company. 
7.3.4. Monetisation of any notional and/or opportunity costs. 


Any other conditions will be included as deemed fit during the signing of 


agreement 
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PARTNERS 


The MSInS shall invite Knowledge Partners for organising the Maharashtra 
Grand Challenge through Expression of Interest/Memorandum — of 
Understanding. There would be three categories of partners: 

e Strategy Partners 

e Outreach Partners 

e Ecosystem Partners 


Strategy Partners 


8.2.1. Strategy Partners shall assist MSInS with all the primary functions 
of the Maharashtra Grand Challenge including but not restricted to 
evaluation of applications, identification and on-boarding of Outreach 
Partners and Ecosystem Partners, identification of experts to serve as 
panellists, and handholding support to the selected applicant of the event for 
the entire period of event. 


8.2.2 Strategy Partners must have a demonstrated commitment and 
contribution towards the innovation ecosystem with organizational 
experience of similar events being a preferential requirement. 


Outreach Partners 


8.3.1. Outreach Partners shall assist the MSInS in marketing the 
Maharashtra Grand Challenge through events and roadshows, social media 
campaigns, email campaign, and articles and advertisements in traditional 
media such as radio, television and newspapers all across India. 


8.3.2. Outreach Partners must have a_ pan-Maharashtra/pan- 
India/global presence in the digital and/or print media, or event 
management capabilities, or a well-established network of stakeholders of 
innovation ecosystem. 


Ecosystem Partners 


8.4.1. Ecosystem Partners shall assist the MSInS in organising the Boot 
Camp, serving as panellists for the Grand Challenge and providing support to 
the innovators/Start-ups by way of incubation, investment and/or mentorship. 


8.4.2. Ecosystems Partners may include incubators, accelerators, co- 
working spaces, VC funds, impact investors, angel networks, entrepreneur 
associations etc
